AS A CONGRESRIONATL CLERK WILL
VERY SOON BE MINUS

The Real Reason for His Poverty Plea in
the Dakota Divorce Courts—He Can
Easily Proenre Anothor Government
Position, However,

WasHINGTON, Oct. 11.—[Special. ]—The
statement made by J. G. Blaine, Jr, in
reply to the divoree petition of his wife to
the effect thot his salary is only $2,000 a
vear, and that this will cease in December,
has been widaly commented upon us an
unoficial announcement that James G.
Blaine, 8r,, is to retire from President
Harrison's Cabinet, the inference being that
his son is & State Department employe and
wonld step down with the advent of a new
Secretary of Stats. The fact is, however,
that James G. Blaine, Jr., draws no salary
from the State Department and has no con-
nection with it, He is the clerk of the
Houze Committee on Foreign Aflairs, and
experts, a= n matter of course, that he will
be sneeeeded by a Demoerat as soon as the
committees of the new House are made up,

Representative Hitt, of Illinois, is Chair-
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee, and
he appointed young Mr. Blsioe clerk early
in the Filty-first Congress. Mr. Hitt is one
of the most intimate personal and politienl
friends of Secrctnry Blaine, and E:a been
hi= mouthpiece in Congress for several
years. He will doubtless be succeeded as
chairman of this important committee by
Representative MeCreary, of Kentucky, in
the comine Oongress, and young Mr, Blaine
will have to retire.

Sinee Congress adjourned in March Jast
the doors of the Foreign Affuirs Committee
room have not heen ned, nod will not be
before December 1. e salary of the elerk
has been drawn each month, however, and
during the recess this important official has
enjoved, l-lll'l'll.lfh the courtesy of his father,
the Secretay of State, a trip to Europe as
the assistant of John W. Foster, the treaty
maker, Young Mr, Blaine is right in think-
ing that hiz salary as committee clerk will
cease in December, when the new commit-
ters are appointed, but there is little doubt
that uunt“:er place will soon be found for
him. There are several vacancies in the
State Department and clsewhere, and, while
he conld not excoute such important duties
ns were so oreditably performed by hs
brother, the lste Walker Blaine, he ronld
no doubt make himself useful if he tried, as
he is smart, like all the Blaines.

IRELAND IN MOURNING

Hundreds of Thousands Gather to
Do Honor to Parnell, '

FUNERAL OF THE DEAD CHIEFTALN.

Darkness in the Cemetery Made a Scene
Weird and Rolemn,

ADDRESS FROM THE BRITISH LEAGUE

Dusrix, Oct. 11.—The funeral train of
Charles Stewart Parnell reached Holybead
about 2 o'clock this morning. It was &
typical British October morning—dark, dis-
mal, wet, cold and hazy. Notwithstanding
the unfavorable surroundings, eager groups
of people had ecollected on the quay to
watch the transference of the coffin from the
train to the mail boat (appropriately named
the “Ureland™) in the inky darkness,which
wis scarcely relieved by the few flickering
lamps in and about the railway station and
water front. The large white wooden case
in which the coffin had Dbeen placed was
borne upon the shoulders of seamen to the
steamer, The Parnellites followed next be-
hind, All heads were uncovered. Sobs
were distinetly audible as the procession
filed down the double gangway into the
ship, ;

Here the coffin was deposited in an in-
elosure specially fitted up for its reception,
and here the faithful followers of the dead
chief kept watch throughout the voyage
across Bt. George’s Channel, rélieving one
another at intervals. Among those who
kept guard were the Lord Mayor of Dublin,
High Sheriff Meade and Mr. Paraell, the
brother of the deceased.

IT WAS A STORMY PASSAGE.

The journey ncross was eventless—the
boat making the passage in a gale of wind
and through torrents of rain. At Kings-
town, where the boat arrived at 7 o’clock, &
erowd had collected to receive the remsins
on Irisli soil. Conspicuous among those

resent were the followers of Mr. Parnell:

ichard Power, Member for Wuterford; Dr.
Joseph E. Kenny, for Cork; T. Lawrence
Curew, for Kildare; James .J. Dalton, for
West Donegal; T. Rochfort Maguire, for
North Bone;sn.l; Johu J. Clancy, for Dublin
county; William J. Corbet, for East Wick-
low; Colenel John P, Nolen, for North
Galway, and Patrick O'Brien, for North
Monaghan, These with the members of the
House of Comwmons, who followed the body
from London, and the Kingstown delegn-
tion comprised nearly all thegnrlmmemny
adhierents of Mr. Parnell.

All gathered around the coffin in abso-
lute silence, which was unbroken even b
the exchange of friendly greetings until
after the transference of the body to the
railway carriage. The short disiance was
soon made, the train arriving at the Dublin
station at 7:80, A vast but silent crowd,
with uncovered beads, awaited the train as
it rolled into the station. Timothy Har-
rington, the member of Parlinment for
Dublin Harbor, and Dr. Hackett, who at-
tended Mr, Parnell when his eyes were in-
{lum:l at Kilkenny, as well as other notables,

ere joined the swelling funeral procession.

FOLLOWING THEIE DEAD LEADER

Representatives of the different branches
of the Lengue wore binck badges, upon
which were printed the dying words of the
statesman: *‘Give my love to my colleagues
Upon leing removed fram Ve st

pon being rem m the train the !
case was taken from the coffin, which was
then lifted into a hearse. Wreaths and
other floral tributes literally covered the
top of the hearse and were piled around the
coffin case. These, after they had been put
aside, were eugerly seized upon by the
crowd, broken into small pieces and kent as
mementoes of the sad occasion.

Ag the hearse moved from the station a
body of police formed in front of the pro-
cession, which appeared to fall into an or-
derly linein a Em’ely extemporized fushion.
The band of the workingmen’s union fol-
lowed directly behind the police escort and
played the “Dead March in Saul” Then
came the Gaelic Athletic Association with
their hurleys reversed, resembling a military
body at ‘‘reversed arms” As the march
E the crowds grew denser, yet they

ept clear of the line of the procession
along the whole route to Castle Hill, where
the racks of people occupied every inch of
space. The City Hall was reached at 8:30
o'clock. Its front was covered with solemn
draperies.
NOT A SENBLANCE OF DISORDER.

A violent rainstorm streamed down as the
coffin was borne into the hall towards the
catalfalque. 1t kept raining in pitiless tor-
rents for hour after hour; yet the numbers of
the vast throng that were stroggling to
eourse their way towards the City Hall were
not reduced in the slightest, nor was their
eagerness one whit dampened. Tt was an
assemblage of remarkable gerenity. A rev-
erent quict pervaded the entire mass, which
was unbroken by partisan eries or even the
remotest svmptom or tendency to disorder.

Photographs of the lying in state were
taken before the public were admitted.
The ooffin was placed at the base of the
0'Connell statue, and on the other side, in
bold relief, are the statues of Grattan and
Lueas.  Conspicnous on the coffin were
three wreaths from Mrs Parnell, s cross,
anchor and cirele. There were also two
lovely little wreaths from Mrs. Parnell’s
danghters, with the words: “From little
Clare and listle Kitty to our dear mother's
husband,””
TUOUSANDS PAY THEIR RESPECTS.

From 10 o'clock till 2in the afternoon a
continuous stream of people poured into the
City Hall. It is estimated that 40,000 per-
sons availed themselves of the last oppor-
tunity to pay their respects to the illustri-
ous dead. Nearly all wore the deepest
mourning—the men with a band of hrack
crape, interwoven with ribbon, around
the arm. The ceremony of lying in state
was to have been closed at noon, but the
crowd was so0 numerous that the closing of the
doors was dpml-poned till 2 o'clock, and even
then lhuer:l. reds were obliged to go away dis-

Following came the bier, drawn by six coal
black horses, surrounded by the Parlinment-
ary colleagues of Mr. Paruell.

Bome 4,000 people had pussed
rough the Council Hall during the four
hours the body bad lain in state, and
most of these joined the procession, forming
into line six sbreast wherover a galy n the
Procession ttod them to wo. The bands
of musio ing the different societies
dropped in wherever the chance afforded,
some times at intervals so mear that the
different strains and diflerent keys of the
different bands made harsh di , besides
imperiling the marching cadence, which
those regularly in the procession strove to
maintain. Long strips of jaunting ecars,
private carringes and every sort of vehicle
added length to the cortege.

SCENES AT THE CEMETERY.

People began gatheri in the eemetery
early in the morﬁ?ng, rf'ﬂng the wind and
drenching showers. During the long wait-
ing throughout the day erowd en crowd in-

ed the turflined tomb guarded by a
ngle group of police, who had a difficult
task to keep them moving. The grave,
which was seven feet deep, had been cut out
of the artificial mound eonrinf a plot
which had long been used to inter the
poorest people. By 4 o'clock the police be-
came overwhelmed by . the power of the
ever ingreasing orowd, and by the with-
drawal of a portion of their force who went
to try to olear o way for the funeral at the
entrance gates to the cemetery,

When the first part of the procession
reached the lower qnte at b o'clock it was
found to be impossible to penetrate the
dense masses. TIn the stmﬁzlu with theon-
lookers the police were obliged to abandon
the attempt to drive them back. The surg-
ing erowd around the gate seeking to see
the cortege met the great contending wave
of others trying to enter. A soene offru.t
confusion ensued. The procession for a
time was checked. It was decided to close
the lower gate, and this was effected amid
great disorder just as the hearse reached the
spot. The hearse was then taken to the
uwpper gates. Here the coffin was removed
and placed upon & platform,

THE BURIAL AFTER NIGHTFALL.

At 6 o'clock the fast falling dusk found
the procession still filing past.  There
soemed no likellhood that the stream of
marchers would end to far into the depth of
the night, So orders were given to remove
the coffin to the side of the grave. Dark-
ness had set in. The noise of shrieking
women, the cries of children, and the cries
of men stroggling amid the crush made in-
aundible the voices of the clergy reciting the
ritunl of the Church of England. The first
portion of the service had bheen celebrated
at St. Nicholas Chureh, where the remains
rested 20 minutes while on the way from the
City Hall. At thegrave Rev. Mr. Vincent,
of the Rotunda Chapel, and the Rev. George
Fry, of Manchester, officiated. They were
obliged to eut the services short, as the
erowd broke into the protecting circle and
overwhelmed the inner group.

Some time after, in the dead darkness,
when the erowd had thinned away, the
more intimate friends again grouped them-
selves arouud the grave, deposited wreaths
thereon, and took the last view of the
eoffin. The ve became heaped up with
the masses of floral tributes

To many seores of thousands the return to
Dublin must have been & weary one. It
was 7 o'elock when the mouraers started to
return to the city, As they drove past
numberless pedestrians silently trudging
homewards, they met & respectful greet-

i
ng;he eant of the funeral, if not a grand

scle, had an mdnlly solemn inter-
est. Attached to gravely conducted
demonstration, the inkense seriousness of
feeling peﬂalng the myrinds ng
therein, gave & unigue character to the
whole manifestation.

The police, unfailingly obtrusive in Trish
publie erings, were to-day conspicu-
onsly sbsent. To-night Bunday quietness
prevails in the city.

OVEE 200,000 PEOPLE WERE PRESENT.

A dispatch from London says: Estimates
vary ns to the nnmber of persons who wit-
nessed the demonstration at Dublin yester-
day. The Daily Nevw sccount this morning
says that the procession fpl'oper. with the
multitude in the ,rear of it, added to the
crowd st Glasnevin Cemetery, numbered
200,000,

Hourly dispatches were sent to Mrs, Par-
nell at Brighton desceribing the seenes at
Dublin. She continues to receive telegrams
of condolence from all parts of the world.
She is still confined to her bed and is at-
tended by Miss ©'Shea. It is now in con-
templation that she take a trip to Germany
upon regnjning her strength.

The Chronicls says that the demonstration
wus 4 spontaneous, irresistible surging from
all {um of Irelund to Glasnevin. The
mighty wave would have swept away any
barrier the priests or thvz’r{olitie{ms could
have put up to stop it, e seenc was far
more imposing and significant than the
demonstration over O'Connell’s grave. The
Catholie democracy thus pay their last
tribute of homage to the Protestant leader
in defiance to the priests and the majority

DEATH FOR A DEBT.

Another Murder Witha Knife Added
to Allegheny County’s List.

FRANCESCO "ANTONELLI A VICTIM

Of Francesco Amoross’s Rage After an East
Liberty Brawl

POLICE ON A HUNT FOR THE MURDERER

Francesco Antonelli, a' handsome young
Ttalian, died for a debt last night An-
other murder with the knife hns been added
to the already long list of such affairs in Ai-
legheny county. The police are in hot
chase after Francesco Amorosa, who com-
mitted the deed. At a late hour last night
be had not been eaptured.

The affair occurred st an Ttalian boarding
house kept by Philip Paseusel, at No, 161
Carver street, East End, The usual Sun-
day beer was on hand and the boarders, to-
gether with a few invited friends, had bgen
drinking all day. Altogether there were
about 20 men present. Among the visitors
were the murderer and his vietim. During
the afternoon the two got into s quarrel
over a small amount of money Antonelli
owed Amorosa. Theaffair might hawe taken
a serious turn then, had not the y Snk-
ers interfered and putatem 7
the trouble. Amorosa retired sulle.
ing vengance, and kept awny from Anw °
the remainder of the day. The othé
thought no more of the affair and a drink
all around spparently settled the whole
matter. The vompany was rapidly becom-
ing hilarious and Antonelli soon forgot all
about his epemy under the cheering in-
fluence of the liquor.

WATCHED FOE A CHANCE TO KILL.

But the revengeful Amorosa kept his
head aud quietly awaited the opportunity

to vent his smothered wrath. When An-
tonelli started to leave the house about 7
o'elock Amorosa followed. A few seconds
later the wife of the host heard a seufile in
front of ‘the honse. Hurrying to the door
she saw the two men struggling at the gate
and catught the gleam of steel in Amorosa’s
hand. The woman ran to the rear yard and
told her husband that the men were fight-
ing. Pascusel hurried to the front, but was

too late.

Antonelli lay by the gate covered with
blood and Pasensel just caught a glimpse of
the murderer as he ran around the next
corner, The bleeding man died ina mo-
went. A long gash was found on the back |
of his head, extending from the crown to
beneath the right ear. An ugly out, four
inches long and several inchea deep, had
laid open ﬁil groin, while a third extended
across his right

The police were notified at once and ten
of the men in the house were arrested. The
others had disap) Mrs. Pascosel and
her child were arrested and all were
locked up in the Nineteenth ward police
station, Superintendent Weir and five or
six detectives hurried out to the place and
begun o search for the murderer. All night
they searched varions resorts where the
men would be likely to seek shelter. There
will be no sleep for them till he is found.

MANY MURDERS WITH ENIVES.

Since September 1 four fatal stabbing
affrays have occurred. The knife has appar-
ently nsurped the old-time popularity of
the revolver ns an instrument of murder,
It con be used better in close quarters,
makes no noise to atiract attention
to the deed, and its effoet is more certain
than that of powder and ball. These may
be the reasons for the frequent use of the
knife, or there may be nothing more than
coincldence in this quick succession of
erimes. But, at any rate, Coroner MeDaw-
ell’s records show a mujority of four to one
in favor of keen blades.
